fix a time for a vote. Senator Forakor 
tout the bluff by offering to separate 
tlie tariff bill from his civil government 
bill and submit it to a vote at onne. 
The democrats urged him on, but Sen- 
ator Proctor of Vermont was not ready 
for the vote 'today. 


The republican managers in the .sen- 


ate assert that they have succeeded in 
bringing harmony and an agreement 
to pass the tariff bill, but this result 
of the bluffing in the senate casts doubt 
upon the strength of that agreement. 
They insist that they have forty-four 
republican votes to pass the tariff bill 
and that it is to be separated from the 
civil government bill and passed at 
once, but the republican opponents of 
the tariff are not willing to agree with 
the others on the time for the vote, and 
there is apparently as much disagree- 
ment in the republican side as there 
has been at any time within the last 
two weeks. 


There were several significant inci- 


dents. First, Senator Heveridge did not 
deliver his speech on the 
free-trade 


amendment he introduced on Monday. 
The junior senator from Indiana has 
been on the rack for three days. He 
lias beun made to feel the displeasure 
of the senators who control the senate, 
and it is also said that he has Itenn 
lemonstrated with and appealed to by 
rho president until he has decided to 
postpone his speech until it is appar- 
ent whether tlie republicans can get to- 
gether on a harmony basis. 


Senator Allison, the republican lead- 


er, (treated surprise Thursday by ad- 
mitting that the tariff was for protec- 
tion to certain American products. It 
was therefore disagreeable news to the 
senator to learn that the republican 
legislature of Iowa Thursday adopted 
by unanimous vote a resolution con- 
demning the tariff hill. 
This action 


»n the part of the Iowa legislature 
si:nply embarrasses Senator Allison in 
bis efforts to pilot flip bill through the 
senate, for it shows that he floes not 
represent his state as well as he does 
the senate managers who are trying 
to formulate a policy toward the islands 
;K iiuired from Spain.
